“There are other measures, 
some of which are harsher than 
shaking. No one thinks that these 
interrogations can be sterile and 
conducted over a cup of coffee. 
The question is, is every individ- 
ual beipg questioned by the GSS 
subject to these special mea- 
sures? But if there is a ‘ticking 
bomb" situation, everything 


can be used, subject to 
authorization. 
“T am perplexed by the propor- 


tions this so-called controversy 
has assumed and ask myself, who 
would want it to be blown up 
in this way, and why,” Sarid 
said. 

At the last ministerial commit- 
tee meeting, the GSS had pre- 
sented a detailed report indicat- 
ing that special interrogation 
measures directly contributed to 
the foiling of more than 50 
planned attacks. According to se- 
curity officials, the GSS now says 
that of the 50 attacks either pre- 
empted or foiled, at least seven 
were suicide bombings, seven 
were kidnappings, and three 
were bus hijackings. 

The special measures were 
granted to the GSS in the after- 
math of the bus No. 5 bombing in 
Tel Aviv last October, and were 
extended and somewhat expand- 
ed after last January's Beit 
Lid bombing, in which 21 people 
were killed. They include a 
permit to exert physical pres- 
sure on suspects, including 
extreme shaking and severe 


sleep deprivation. 

The special measures were au- 
thorized by the ministerial com- 
mittee and were extended peri- 
odically. They were justified by 
the “ticking bomb” criteria set by 
the Landau Commission. .~ * 

A “ticking bomb” is a situation 
in which interrogators have 
knowledge of an imminent attack 
and are satisfied that the individ- 
ual they are holding can provide 
vital information that can prevent 
it. 

Former deputy GSS head Gid- 
eon Ezra said yesterday that sui- 
cide bombers operate differently, 
and the GSS must adjust itself 
accordingly. 

“We do not always know ex- 
actly who it is we are interrogat- 
ing and what he knows. We are 
not interrogating to draw up an 
indictment, but to extract critical 
information that can save lives. 
GSS interrogators are responsi- 
ble and mature people; they are 
Not sadists out to avenge some- 
thing,” said Ezra, who is cur- 
rently Shahal’s terrorism advi- 
ser. 

Another former senior GSS of- 
ficial, Shimon Romach, said that 
if those being interrogated do not 
know in advance what measures 
can, and possibly will be used 
during questioning, they may 
break and provide the 
information. 

“Currently, they are prepared 
and know exactly what to expect. 
The entire public debate over this 
is counterproductive,” he told Is- 
rael Television. 

Meanwhile, the Public Com- 
mittee against Torture in Israel 
yesterday attacked Shahal for 
suggesting that the law’ be 
changed so that GSS interroga- 
tors will enjoy immunity from 
Prosecution should they cause ir- 
reversible physical or mental 
rad to a suspect or even kill 


It said he was using the terrible 
tragedy of terror attacks to obtain 
the passage of legislation that is 
liable to destroy the foundations 
of democracy here. 

“Anyone supporting granting a 
Priori immunity to GSS interro- 
gators to use torture in the name 
of ‘national security’ will find that 
these same means are soon used 
in criminal investigations and 
even against political activists,” 
the group said. 


Tsur orders Mekorot to supply 
water to 40,000 Beduin in Negev 


AGRICULTURE Minister 
Ya’acov Tsur yesterday ordered 
the Mekorot water company to 
supply water to some 40,000 Bed- 
uin living in unrecognized settle- 
ments in the Negev. 

About half of the Negev's Bed- 
uin population lives in unrecog- 
nized communities and in tent 
camps. 

Following numerous com- 
plaints about poor supply to these 
families, Tsur appointed a com- 
mittee to investigate. The com- 
mittee recommended that a plan 
be drawn up to connect these 
families to national water system. 

These families and commuui- 
ties are to organize into “water 
associations,” like those in the 
Arab and rural sector. These as- 
sociations will buy the water from 
Mekorot and be responsible for 
supplying it to individual families 
and maintaining their pipelines.

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The Hamas-Likud pairing 


complex Israeli-Palestinian relation- 

ship has given birth to a nasty new myth 

which began, like many such myths, with 

a lie so egregious that it could only be consid- 

ered laughable. Now it threatens to become 
conventional wisdom. : 

Soon after the Beit Lid massacre, in which 21 
Israeli soldiers were killed by two Islamic Jibad 
suicide bombers, Palestinian Authority chief 
Yasser Arafat told a group of visiting digni- 
taries that right-wing Israelis had collaborated 
with the killers. Otherwise, he said, the killers 
could not bave passed through several anny 
checkposts without being stopped. 

The implications were mind-boggling: pot 
only was Arafat implying that Israelis would 
participate in the mass murder of Israeli sol- 
diers. He was saying that the Israeli conspirators 
were so powerful that they could exercise con- 
trol over the army units all along the route the 
killers took from Gaza to Beit Lid. 

The visitors who heard the story, knowing 
that it could only be interpreted as the ravings of 
a lunatic, kept it mostly to themselves. Being 
supporters of the peace process, they thought 
reporting it would embarrass Arafat and harm 
his credibility. But at least one {listener divulged 
its contents privately, and it became known. To 
the amazement of many, Arafat kept repeating it 
both before visitors from abroad and to visiting 
Israelis. 

On Tuesday, the day after the bus bombing in 
Jerusalem, Arafat decided to come out publicly 
with these ‘“‘revelations.’” He not only an- 
nounced in Gaza that there was collaboration 
between what he called “‘Israeli and Palestinian 
extremists,’’ but that he had documents proving 


it. 

One of his lieutenants, Secretary-General of 
the Palestinian Authority Tayeb Raheem, went 
into details. He said that the Israeli army and 
other security services contained secret organi- 
zations like the French OAS during Algeria’s 
war of independence. They and the Islamic 
Gale ggreconet, he aikds repeating tha the FLO 
Iso agreement, he Said: repeating that the PLO ~ 
has ioescieus is giv the allegation. ~ 


PLO and the Israel Labor Party, and that they 
hope the Likud will return to power. To prove 
his point he reminded his listeners that the 
Islamic militants started growing under Likud 
rule and that there is ‘coordination and collabo- 
ration’’ between them. Moreover, many of them 
called on their followers inside Israel to vote for 
“extremist parties like Shas.’ 

Raheem’s “proof” for the collaboration be- 
tween Israeli rightists and the militants consists 
of testimony by Gaza residents accused of re- 
cruiting young men for terrorist strikes. “They 
admitted that they sent the two Islamic opera- 
tives who hit Beit Lid to the Dahaniya camp, 
where only collaborators with Israel can enter, 
and that the terrorists spent the night in

threat’’ which enabled the police to

It would be easy to dismiss such insults to the 
intelligence as childish efforts to explain away 
Arafat’s inability or unwillingness to control 
Islamic terrorism. They are such crude imita- 
tions of Nazi and Soviet techniques that they 
cannot be taken seriously even as “Big Lie” 
propaganda. 

But the attempt to portray the Islamic terror- 
ists as opponents of the Labor government 
rather than as enemies of the State of Israe] (and 
Jews in general) is no longer confined to the 
PLO. Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin has often 
accused his opposition of collaborating with 
Hamas by calling for the suspension of the talks 
with the Palestinians; and the latest Hamas 
broadcast from which vowed to 
cause the fall of the Rabin government, has 
provided Labor with ammunition. 

The Peace Bloc faction of the peace camp,

TTH the glitz come the 
gangsters.

And the doomsayers seemed 
to have been proven right when 
Atlantic City, New Jersey, be- 
came the first American jurisdic- 
tion outside Nevada to allow full- 
casino gambling. . 

The once-decaying resort town 
in New Jersey opened its first ca- 
sino in 1978. Crime soared, or so 
it seemed. 

Assaults rose from 223 report- 
ed in 1975 to 390 in 1985. Agera- 
vated theft jumped from 2,070 in 
1975 to nearly 11,500 a decade 
later, according to FBI figures.

Atlantic City, a town that is 
only 48 blocks long, saw its glit- 
tering casinos turn the city to gold 
after decades of decline aloag its 
famous Boardwalk. It is now vy- 
ing with Orlando as the top tour- 
ist destination in the US. 

A city of 40,000 people, Atian- 
tic City attracts an estimated 32 
million tourists a year, who de- 
scend, often by the busloads, for 
a daylong spin at the slot ma- 
chines. Last year, Atlantic City 
casinos raked in some $3 billion. 

But at what cost? 


OPPONENTS OF casinos always 
raise the crime issue, said Frank 
Fahrenkopf, president of the 
American Gaming Association,

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Casino. compulsion: 
How to make your 
family destitute 


A former gambler recalls his 
harrowing past and expresses 
concern over legalization, 
writes Netty C. Gross 


TARA and David Kauf- 
man are an unremarkable 
looking, religiously ob- 
servant couple in their early fif- 
ties. She wears a wig and he has a 
bushy talmudic beard. They have 
several children in their late teens 


Nearly 20 years ago, however, 
a deep chasm separated the Kauf- 
mans (their names have been 
changed) from their current idyll. 
David, a compulsive gambler, 
was a fugitive from the law. To 
feed an gambling habit gone 
mad, David had raided his busi- 
ness's bank account and stolen 
tens of thousands of dollars. 

Eventually, be surrendered to 
the authorities in his native coun- 
try, pleaded guilty and served 


penury and their 
palmy life together was smashed 
to smithereens. 

“We lost everything we had. 
Everything. Our home. Our car. 
Our status,” they recall today. 

David has since been wholly 
rehabilitated, although he still 
suffers recurrent nightmares. 

“We have to live with the 
scars,” David says. “The debt 
was paid back and 1 served out 
my jail sentence. But the-shame I 
had brought upon my family and 
the hilul Hashem [desecration of 
the Name] I had caused was the 
greatest punishment of all.” 

The Kaufmans have taken the 
unusual step of reopening old 
personal wounds in the fervent 
hope that their testimony will 
make others aware of the dire 
consequences of legalizing gam- 
bling in Israel. 


The arguments in favor of the 
legalization are, ney maintain, 


he will ie the ‘market,’ not the 
tourist. There are casinos all over 
the world today; not a single 
tourist will wake up and decide 
he must come to Israel because of 
some casino in Eilat. 

“The thought of legalizing 
gambling in this country terrifies 
me,” David continues. “Israelis 
are impulsive, immature and ma- 
cho when it comes to this sort of 
thing. To the compulsive gam- 
bler, it’s not cash-in-hand which 
becomes his downfall, it’s access 
to greater and greater quantities 
of cash. The casinos are very 
beckoning, seductive places, and 
gambling affords a real escape 
from ordinary pressure. Israelis 
have both access to easy lines of 
credit and a great deal of daily 
pressure, They will lose not only 
their homes, but their brothers’ 
homes. 

“At least,” David adds, “when 
they go to the casinos in Turkey, 
they have to get on a plane and 
book a hotel room. There are 
certain obstacles.

By the time David was firmly 
in the gambling loop, he was bet- 
ting aggressively wherever he 
could, always hoping for a quick

It took only one year for him to 
go from “mid-level gambling” to 
being a gambler junkie. 

“By the end of the day,” reiter- 
ates David with quiet fortitude, 
“I didn’t have the money to buy a 
ticket to run away with. Tens of 
thousands of dollars passed 
through my hands at the casino 
every day, but I never had $80 to 
bay a pair of shoes. I always 
needed money to gamble. I al- 
ways thought I was going to win 
and pay it back. I was booked. J 
had become an inveterate liar. 

“Gambling is an addiction, like 
alcoholism or drug addiction Ἄρη he 
continues. ' 

“After I arrived in Israel,” Ἵ 
found a lawyer willing to take on 
my case. But he insisted I also see 
a psychiatrist. I wased spaced-out 
junkie.” 

David admits be is more san- 
guine than Atara when talking 
about the past. 

“Eventually, I sat in jail read- 
ing books in the company of 
many other people hike myself 
who were there for similar of- 
fenses. Atara had to face the mu- 
sic alone; make a living and fend 
for herself and the kids. It was 
much harder for ber.” 

Atara still gets choked up when 
she talks about the afternoon, 15 
years ago, when David walked 
into their suburban house and 
bluntly told her tbat the jig was 
up; be had gambled away their 
assets and more — other people's 
assets.

I never went back 
home.” 

Once in Israel, Atara and Da- 
vid were suddenly thrust into 
their gambling-induced purga- 
tory. Homeless and destitute, 
with the law on their tail, they 
became dependent on the kind- 
ness of strangers. Always obser- 
vant, they say today that the mor- 
al strength of religion became 
their succor. 

“We rented the cheapest flat 
we could find,” says David. “We 
went out to work. Eventually, the 
intimate group of rabbis, friends 
and employers who had raflied 
around us advised me to return 
and face the indictment against 
me. All these people acted [to- 
wards} both Atara and i myself t ina 
most valiant manner.” 

David and Atara say the crisis 
of 15 years ago yielded a second 
chance to live a far more stream- 
fined, spiritual life. Together. 
David, who has thought of quiet- 
ly approaching Knesset members 
with his cautionary message, 
says: ‘‘Gambling nearly de-

Atara adds cogently: “Gam- 
bling is the silent killer. If your,

John Milton, Samson Agonistes 


EVERAL TIMES in history 
the “wrong™ accent was fa- 
tal to its bearers. 

In medieval England, when the 
textile workers rioted against the 
flood of Flemish immigrants, sus- 
pected strangers were required to 
say, “Bread and cheese.” If they 
said, “Brot and cause,” betraying 
their Flemish provenance, they 
were put to death. 

During World War Tl, Ameri- 
can troops in the China-Burma- 
India theater of war, and in other 
areas where they were likely to 
encounter both Japanese ene- 
mies and Chinese allies, distin- 

ἦ between the two by re- 
quiring them to pronounce 

containing the letters “I” 
and "Ὁ" 

If the voice in the dark or in the 
jungle thicket said. for example, 
“Rotsa ruck,” when called upon 
to say, “Lots of luck,” he was 
clearly Japanese, pronouncing 
“I” as “r.” If he said, “Velly sol- 
ly.” instead of “Very sorry,” he 
was Chinese, saying “1 for “r.” 

(See Robert Claibome’s Loose 
Cannons and Red Herrings, Bal- 
lantine, 1988.) 

“Bread and cheese" and “Lots 
of luck/Very sorry” are two ex- 
amples of one kind of shibboleth. 
They are also relatively late ex- 
amples of how the “correct” 
nunciation was a matter of life 
and death. 

A shibboleth is a word or 
phrase used as a fest to detect 
foreigners or persons from anoth- 
er district: The term comes from 
the Tanach, and is more correctly 
transliterated as “‘shibbolet.” 

Originally it meant ear of grain 
(e.g. Genesis 41:5; Kritot 6a) and 
torrential stream or floodwater 
(Psalms 69:3 and 16). It acquired 
its modern meaning from its use 
in a bloody incident recorded in 
Judges 12:1-6, perhaps the first 
time in recorded history the 
. “wrong” accent meant death. 

That incident was the “sore 
battel” to which Milton refers in 
the passage cited above. It took 
place during a war between the 
Gileadites, led by Jephthah, and 
the Ephraimites. 

The Gileadites controlled a 
ford in the Jordan River. Know-

ing that the Epbraimites, like our 
contemporary Litvaks and Jews 
of Moroccan origin, pronounced 
the “sh” sound as “s,” 


was not permitted to lead the 
prayer service and a kohken could 
not recite the priestly blessing in 
ἃ Synagogue where his accent dif- 
fered from the one the worship- 
ers were accustomed to (Megilla 
246; Yerushalmi Berachot 2:4). 

The Talmud singles οὐ for 
mention the people of Haifa, Ti- 
von and Beit She'an as not differ- 
entiating between the almost-si- 
lent alef and the glottal "ayin, and 
between the fek and the slightly 
guttural het. (Neither do the vast 
majority of today’s Hebrew 
speakers, with the notable excep- 
tion of the Yemenites and senior 
members af one or two other 
groups of Oriental origin.) 

In Galilee, they also tended to 
drop the initial alef, so “abba 
(father) came out as “ba.” And 
they pronounced the letter vet as 
if it were a bet - e.g., they called 
the fifth month of the Jewish cal- 
endar “Ab” instead of “Av.” 
This is reflected in the Septuagint 
transliteration of biblical names. 

(You may still hear the latter 
from some old-time Galileans, 
perhaps under the influence of 
Arabic, which bas no vet, and 
whose equivalent of the Hebrew 
γᾶν is pronounced wax.) 

Since antiquity, of course, He- 
brew has sprouted almost as 
Many accents as humanity pos- 
sesses di 

And some people accustomed 
to the Ashkenazi pronunciation, 
for example, will not participate 
in a service where the Torah is 
read in the Sephardi pronuncia- 
tion, on the grounds that they will 
not understand many words and 
will therefore not have properly 
observed the mitzva of hearing 
the reading of the Torah. 


ISRAEL IS the one place in the 
world where, thanks to the con- 
tinuous Ingathering of the Exiles. 
the entire symphony of Jewish 
dialects and accents is heard. 
Only, instead of celebrating 


this still-developing symphony, 
some of us have turned accent 
into a shibboleth by which we 
judge the validity of people's 
opinions, by which we judge their 
very worth. 

And lately the “Anglo-Saxon” 
accent, especially the American 
variety, has been 2 special object 
of contumely. 

Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres, who still bears heavy 
traces of the Belorussian accent 
he brought with him when he 
came to Eretz Yisrael in 1934 at 
age 11, told a critic, Ruth Matar, 
founder of the Women for Isra- 
el’s Tomorrow (“Women in 
Green™) movement. to “Go back 
where you came from” when he 
detected the Vienna-New York 
music in her Hebrew. 

Yael Dayan, Labor MK, said 
something similar to a South Af- 
Tican-accented critic. 

Alex Goldfarb. Romanian-ac- 
cented Yiud MK and deputy min- 
ister of construction and housing, 
considered a critic’s American 
accent germane to his criticism of 
Goldfarb's political about-face -- 
from the extreme-right opposi- 
tion Tsomet Party to fidelity to 
the Labor/Meretz program of 
unilateral concessionism. 


LET US praise the accents com- 
prising the symphony of Israel 
Rebom. 

Scores of people of nearly as 
many accents, political and reli- 
gious orientations, and occupa- 
tions come to mind. For each 
name I mention, I will surely 
omit another score of names of 
people who have enriched that 
symphony. who each in his or her 
own way has contributed to the 
resurrection of sovereign Jewish 
society, culture and polity in our 
homeland. 

Let us praise all those accents 
of Milwaukee. Bronx, Silver 
Spring and Toronto: of Johan- 
nesburg and Pretoria; of Frank- 
fart, Vienna, Salonika and Izmir: 
of Casablanca, Cairo, Gondar. 
Sana‘a, Damascus and Meshhed; 
of Moscow, Lodz, Vilna and Toi- 
lisi; of Oxford, the East End and 
Manchester, of Dublin and Glas- 
gow; of Munkacs and Bessarabia 
~ these and alt the other accents 
whose bearers have come home 
to renew the Jewish people's sov- 
ereign history in Eretz Yisrael. 

And. yes. the accents of Chris- 
tian, Moslem and Druse brothers 
and sisters who would add their 
tones to this symphony.

process begun in Oslo,” he says 
reassuringly.

What does ‘choose life™’ 
mean? Is life ours to choose? The 
Torah should have written 
“choose good.” something one 
can understand because good 
seems within our control. 

But a person can choose life! 
As Sigmund Freud correctly 
taught, built into the human psy- 
che is not only the will to live, but 
also the will ta die. 

The first thing one must do is 
avoid the lure of death. Despite 
the awareness of danger in cer- 
tain lifestyles - such as indiscrimi- 
nate sex or drug abuse - many 
pursue thrills until it’s too late. 

Good and evil are abstractions. 
A professor of philosophy may 
require only one hour to confuse 
his students totally about their 
moral foundations, but life and 
death are not abstractions. A per- 
son dying of AIDS is real, and if 
the Torah ae choose life, it 
means avoid a lifestyle that could 
bring you to this end. 

A second way of choosin 8 life is 
by not wasting time. If we count 
the hours spent in front of the TV,

You can commit suicide in one 
moment.

Most Israelis know it by its Ar- 
abic name, Ailbe, rather than the 
Hebrew shablulit tiltani. In En- 
glish it’s called fenugreek, which 
is taken from the Latin name, 
Trigonella foenum graecum, 
roughly “translated as three- 
leaved Greek hay. It seems that 
it was known in antiquity as such, 
with the leaves used as cattle 
fodder. 


It would also appear that it was 
once cultivated here, for it is 
mentioned in the Mishna as a 
tithable herb. Josephus also men- 
tions that, at Jotapata (Yodfat) 
he commanded the populace to 
boil fenugreek and pour the mu- 
cilaginous mixture on the siege 
Tamps to prevent the Romans 


’ from climbing them. It must have 


been a common crop, or else

fenugreek? 
But it was through Yemenite 
immigration that the little-used 


᾿ Spice came back into prominence 


here. The Jews of Yemen use it 
as a Spice, a medicine, ἃ cosmet- 


’ ic, a diet aid and more. 
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It seemed like so much folklore 
when Yemenites claimed that 
hilbe prevented heart attacks, 
controlled adult-onset diabetes, 
prevented digestive disorders, 
kept people slender and made 
their hair and complexions beau- 


cough is 

But at the Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem, pharmacologists 
took the claims seriously and 
started to investigate. 

About 15 years ago they found 
that fenugreek seeds were a 
source of natural dietary fiber 
that kept the digestive system in 
order and that a tablespoonful of 
fenugreek seeds swallowed with a 
glass ef water half an hour before 
meals definitely curbed the appe- 
tite. : 

(Yemenite Jews have also 
claimed that it is effective against 
amoebas and other intestinal par- 
asites, but this has not yet been 
established.) 

Further research has shown 
that the seeds contain compo- 
nents that lower blood cholester- 
ol, including triglycerides, lower 
blood sugar and produce an ex- 
cellent emollient as a base for 
cosmetics and shampoos. 


The university took out a pat- 
ent on some of these extracts and 
recently entered into an agree- 
ment with an US-based company 
that produces plant-derived med- 
ications in order to exploit the 
possibilities of this plant as a 
medica] resource.

Petra? 

Both sites were settled by the 
Nabateans, as stations on: the 
‘spice route from the, Arabian 

and later developed 
by the Byzantines. Avdat, how- 
ever, is modest in comparison to 
Petra, the famed capital whose 
pa gir buildings were 
carved out of red rock. 

In fact, it is only after secing 
Petra, Avdat and perhaps other 
spice-route stations, such as Mam- 
shit and Nitzana, that one can 
imagine the incredible commerce 
that once traversed the Negev. 

Avdat itself, a wind-swept hill- 
top in the midst of stark desert, is 
on the Beersheba-Mitzpe Ramon 
highway, some 60 kilometers 
south of Beersheba. (The road is 
in part a pleasant alternative to 
the Arava Highway for those 
driving to Eilat, even if some sec- 
dons south of Mitzpe Ramon are

walls divide it into a series of 
sections where each farmer could 
unload his grapes and await his 
tum. From there, he pushed 
them to the pressing area, where 
there was a place for treading 
grapes and a screw press, in 
which the last drops of juice can 
be extracted. 

The grapes for such a wine in- 
dustry were produced using the 
ingenious desert agriculture tech- 
niques of the Byzantines, where- 
by the flood waters from infre- 
quent rainstorms were channeled 
for irrigation and into storage cis- 
terns. From the ancient site one 
can look down and see the ex- 
perimental farm established by 
the late Prof. Michael Evenari, 
reproducing these techniques. 

At the same time, the existence 
of the wine press gives rise to 
speculation that just as travelers 
in modern airports often pay out- 
rageous prices for simple refresh- 
ments, so the camel drivers of the 
ancient caravans must have also 
grumbled at what they had to pay 
for a jar of wine in Avdat. 

Despite the ancient channels, 
which are proof of this type of 
water economy, the flood waters 
were not Avdat's only source of 
water. Just a few kilometers to the 
north is the desert oasis of Ein 
Avdat, where you can take ἃ lei- 
surely walk or a strenuous hike.

GERMANY said yesterday it 
was asking Argentina for the ex- 
tradition of former Nazi SS cap- 
tain Erich Priebke after an Ar- 
gentine appeals court overtumed 
an order to extradite him to Italy 
for a World War 1 atrocity. 


A Justice Ministry spokesman 
said the extradition request was 
being sent to Buenos Aires 
immediately. 

Italy is seeking Priebke, who is 
81, for his role in the Ardeatine 
Caves massacre of 335 civilians in 
1944 near Nazi-occupied Rome, 
Italy's worst wartime atrocity. 


The Argentine public proseca- 
tor dealing with the case has al- 
ready said he will appeal against 
the Buenos Aires appeals court’s 
ruling overturning the extradi- 
tion. 


Argentina’s interior minister 
has criticized the ruling. 

The Germany Justice Ministry
